Allowance 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/04/2010 in the amendments after allowance and 
on 04/28/2010, with respect to amended claims, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection filed 10/28/2009 has been withdrawn.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is distinguished over the prior art of record in that the prior art does not teach 
an apparatus for the preparation of an electrochemical sensor in which the 
electrochemical sensor comprises a sensor head with a membrane and a dispenser for 
an electrolyte and the apparatus comprises a holder for the sensor, a dispenser for the 
electrolyte and a dispenser for the membrane and a common carrier wherein the holder, 
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the dispenser for the electrolyte and the dispenser for the membrane and the common 
carrier are arranged within a common housing that is able to be handheld with the 
common housing comprising a housing upper part and a housing lower part being 
mutually rotatably mounted in a direction of rotation, the housing upper part being 
capable of being moved by hand in the direction of rotation displacement, the housing 
upper part and the housing lower part each comprising a half shell which form a 
common inner space for the reception of at least the dispenser for the electrolyte, the 
dispenser for the membrane, the common carrier and the holder for the sensor and the 
common carrier comprises of the dispenser and an actuator for the electrolyte and the 
dispenser for the membrane are rotatably mounted and the actuator, which is rotatably 
mounted, comprises of two plungers with the first plunger releases electrolyte from a 
container opened by pressure exerted on the actuator so that electrolyte and the 
second plunger releases electrolyte from a container by pressure exerted downwardly 
on the actuator releases the membrane with a pressing surface that reproducibly 
displaces the electrolyte. 
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
